INTRODUCTION 


The editions of the book of Doctrine and Covenants which 
appear in this booklet cover the period 1833 to the end of 1949. 
Other later editions that will appear and will contain 136 Sections 
are being prepared in Portuguese, in French, and in some other 
languages. One master copy of a “translation” of the Doctrine and 
Covenants in the Japanese language exists in manuscript form, 
and is presently kept in the Japanese Mission. A partial translation 
of the book into the Czechsolvakian language was once made. 
None of the numerous editions of the Doctrine and Covenants 
which have been published by the Reorganized Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints have been included here. 


A CHART OF THE VARIOUS EDITIONS 


The folded chart shows the numerous editions of the book of Doc- 
trine and Covenants in diagram form. Upon each horizontal line 
there appears a different edition, properly dated. The scale of 
years, from 1830 to 1950, is printed down the left side of the chart. 
The vertical lines and the various slanted lines show how succeed- 
ing editions are related to earlier editions. These lines of “genea- 
logy,” have been drawn after exhaustive study of the typography, 
the book organization, the page layout, and even the arrangement, 
wording, and spelling of the numerous texts and indexes of editions 
prior to 1921. The heavy vertical lines indicate close relationship, 
light lines and dotted lines indicate less complete relationship. 


The right-hand section of the chart contains the editions that 
have been published in foreign languages. The left and middle 
portions of the chart contain editions of the book of Doctrine and 
Covenants that have been published in the English language. But 
the chart does not contain manuscript copies, either partial or com- 
plete, of the Doctrine and Covenants which have been prepared 
at times either in English or in certain foreign languages, such as 
Japanese and Czechslovakian, for example.
